The report of the Census Bureau giv¬ 
ing the quantity of cotton ginned up 
to December 13 caused a big break In 
prices, the slump at New York being 
from 30 to 35 points, nnd at New Or¬ 
leans from 47 to 55 points. The gln- 
nera’ report Indicated a crop consider¬ 
ably In excess of the Government esti¬ 
mate. In an effort to advance the 
price of the staple, cotton growers 
have determined to burn a portion of 
The crop which has not been marketed. 
In various parts of Georgia hundreds 
of bales of cotton were burned, and 
thfr example will be followed by other 
cotton-producing States, it Is said, un¬ 
til 2.000,000 bales have been destroyed.

Dec. 2$.— It Is evident 
from the report a received from the Ul¬ 
terior that the falrly-good Impression 
produced by* the Imperial manifesto on 
the subject of reforms may he more 
than offset In many places by the effect 
of the Government note of warning to 
the Zemstvos. Private reports from 
Moscow, especially, indicate thafc much 
excitement prevails there, and the 
gravest fears are expressed that the 
ancient capital of Russia may be the 
scene of bloody excesses. A banquet 
arranged to take place there last night 
on the anniversary of the Troubeezskoi 
revolution was stopped by order of the 
police, and the Moscow Zemstvo ad¬ 
journed sine die as a protest against 
the Government note aqd the return of 
Grand Duke Sergius, the Governor Gen¬ 
eral of Moscow. Tlje Grand Duke is 
held to be responsible for the note, 
which may signal a renewal of ter¬ 
rorism.

Torch Applied To Hundreds of Bales 
In the Presence of the Grow¬ 
ers of the Staple. 


Governor-eloct Adams through hi* at¬ 
torney hfis filed a petition in the Colo- 
rado Supreme Court asking that the 
court or a commission appointed there¬ 
by open all the 204 ballot boxes used In 
Denver at the late election and make a 
thorough examination of their contents. 
The Supreme Court after hearing argu¬ 
ments on the petition announced that 
It would render Its decision this 'after¬ 
noon. 

Reports from the interior of Russia 
Indicate that the fairly* good effect of 
the Imperial manifesto has been more 
than counterbalanced by the Irritation 
caused by the Government note to the 
Zemstvos. The Zemstvo' at Moscow 
has adjourned sine die and the excite¬ 
ment there is so great that riots are 
considered a menacing possibility. 

Gov. Durbin and the members of the 
Indiana Board of Charities viBited the 
Insane Hospital at Evansville yester¬ 
day to investigate charges that had 
been preferred. It Is the general be¬ 
lief that he will ask for some resigna¬ 
tions os a result of his Investigation.

The Pskoff Zemstvo has also followed 
the lead of those of Chernignff and 
Moscow, nnd It is not unlikely that 
others will follow their example. Al¬ 
together. the moment Is considered crit¬ 
ical. although the feeling in St. Peters¬ 
burg is quieter. 

The papers are not disposed to regard 
the Injunction to refrain from discuss¬ 
ing political matters. Under cover of 
commenting on the manifesto, which 
they ready accept In a spirit of ho|*e- 
fulness. they do not hesitate to point 
out the vagueness of Its terms and the 
lack df guarantees. The Conservative 
Liberals fear that a continuation of this 
COUrsc^ajfrcelafly If accepted by a re- 
newatfJof revolutionary activity, will 
d repressive measures, jeopardise 
a realization of the fruits of the vic¬ 
tory gained, and place the Moderate 
Liberals In a false position.

Witte Acting With Energy. 


In the meantime, M. Witte, president 
of the committee of Ministers. Is acting 
with energy* in preparing to organize 
the various commission* under the 
committee of Ministers to formulate the 
laws projected by the manifesto. The 
destinies of Russia In the immediate 
future seem to be In his hands. The 
majority of the Ministers are hostile 
to him. but with the warm support of 
Interior Minister Sviatopolk-Mirsky as¬ 
sured, no doubt is entertained that 
Witte will make hitrmelf complete mas¬ 
ter of the situation. The danger Is 
that a crisis may be precipitated, not In 
the form of an actual revolutionary* 
movement, but In scattered demonstra¬ 
tions and the revival of terrorism 
which will again place the reaction¬ 
aries In the complete ascendancy. 

M. Witte, It Is understood, proposes 
In the consideration of the various sub¬ 
jects touched upon in tht manifesto to 
Invite editors, Zemstvofsts, etc., to par¬ 
ticipate in the discussions.

Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 28.—fSpecial.]—Fac¬ 
ing bankruptcy because of the tremen¬ 
dous slump in cotton, the farmers and 
merchants are Hiking a heroic measure 
to prevent a further fall nnd to advance 
the price of the staple. This measure 
is no less than burning s portion of the 
cotton which has not been marketed.

The burning h«gan in Georgia to-day, 
and It Is estimated that several thou¬ 
sand bales of cotton are now blazing 
In the southern section of the State. 
At Fort trainee alone over 300 bales 
were burned and other towns report 
similar bonfires. 

There was much ceremony observed 
In burning the cotton at Fort Gaines, 
farmers coming from nil over the coun¬ 
ty to Join with the merchant*. The 
cotton was rolled Into the courthouse 
square and after th* merchants* and 
farmers had marched around It in pro¬ 
cession the torch was applied. In sev¬ 
eral other town* scenes sjmflar to those 
In Fort Gaines were enacted. It Is esti¬ 
mated that more than $100,000 worth of 
cotton was destroyed.

SCORES TRUSTEES. 

GOV. DURBIN MAY ASK FOR A 
FEW RESIGNATIONS. 


He Spends a Day At the Southern 
Indiana Hospital For the 
Insane. 


Evansville, Ind., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Durbin and the member* of the 
State Board of Charities, accompanied 
by the secretary of the board. Amos 
Butler, of Indianapolis, who came here 
thl9 morning to investigate certain 
charges against men connected with the 
Southern Hospital for the Insane, re¬ 
turned home to-night. An investiga¬ 
tion was held at the hospital this after¬ 
noon. ami no one but people connected 
directly with the Investigation was ad¬ 
mitted. 

Mrs. Clarence Bennett, of Boonvllle, 
Ind., whose husband has been an in¬ 
mate of the hospital for several year*?, 
had filed charges of maltreatment of 
h^r husband against Dr. John Glover, 
one of the under physicians at the 
asylum. After the examination of sev¬ 
eral attendants, the charges were not 
sustained. 

Several weeks ago Mrs. Bennett went 
to Joseph Hudspeth, Vof Boonvllle. Ind., 
one of the members of the board, and 
told him that Dr. Glover had not treat¬ 
ed her husband properly, and that he 
had neglected him. Hudspeth advised 
her to go to the Governor 

At the meeting this afternoon Gov. 
Durbin harshly criticised the trustees, 
and Intimated that the Glover case had 
been brought to him personally for the 
purpose of injuring Dr. Glover. He said 
It wcu* the business of the board to In¬ 
vestigate the case, nnd not cntl him in. 
He said he would consider this Irreg¬ 
ularity of the trustees, and give his de¬ 
cision in a few hours. It is expected he 
will make It public at Indianapolis 
some time to-morrow, and the general 
opinion 1* he wilt ask for some resig¬ 
nation*. 

Mr. Hudspeth said to-night that the 
board might have erred In Judgment, 
but that It did not Intend ro injure 
Dr. Glover or anybody else. Hudspeth 
denied that the board had ever held any 
meeting* where Supt. Laughlln had not 
been asked to attend. 


Covington, Ky., Dec. 28—[Special.]— 
A sensational affidavit ha* been filed 
In the Kenton Circuit Court by Mrs. 
Helen Lansdowne and her eon, Wal¬ 
lace Lansdowne. in support of a mo¬ 
tion for a change of venue In the case 
of the Commonwealth against John 
Lleberth. who Is to be tried on a charge 
of lunacy January 3. and afterwards 
tried for the murder of John Lans¬ 
downe should the Jury refuse to ad¬ 
judge him insane.

It was 
then lea rue?] that O'Neal wax an at¬ 
torney for the poolroom*, which the 
affidavit state* was responsible for hi* 
attitude, although he had accepted 
payment a* a fee In the case. 

In their affidavit al¬ 
lege that Lleberth killed John Iauis- 
downe, thinking it was Wallace Lana- 
downe. who had preferred charge* 
against Collector of Internal Revenue 
George Lleberth, defendant* brother. 

Th^y charge that Chairman R. P 
Ernst is Interested til the lunacy case, 
a* under Lleberth'* regime. It Is al¬ 
leged. he secures contribution* from 
Republican* for the campaign funds 
for the party. 

They allege that F.mrt at:d Lleberth 
derive that defendant. John Lleberth, 
be convicted of lunacy'.

An Intricate Machine.

DRAWN UPON BY CHARLES 
DODGE IS A MYSTERY. 


District Attorney Jerome Believes 
Detective Bracken Knows Who 
Supplied the Money. 


New York. Deo. 28.—The first official 
move by District Attorney Jerome to 
uncover the conspiracy and lawless¬ 
ness which he believes lies back of the 
long legal fight In the Dodge-Morse 
cose. % was made to-day when he swore 
out an attachment for Edward J.

The 
telegram was a* follow's: 

"Fkirmount. Va., Dec. 23. 1904.— 
Nan Patterson; Care Tombs Prison, 
New' York City: We will furnish bail to 
the extent of $50,000 If necessary. P. A. 
Deveny, H. J. Brice. Edward Slack. C. 
W. Swisher. Secretary of State-elect.” 

Mis* Patterson’8 counsel conferred 
with Assistant District Attorney Rand 
to-day. Afterward it wa* learned that 
both sides desired delay, and It seems 
probable that Miss Patterson will not 
be put on trial again for several 
months. 

Nan Patterson’s father, who spent the 
greater port of the day with his d lugh- 
tcr In the Tombs, said after leaving her 
that he feared that she was going In¬ 
sane. / 

"She (4 broken down completely,” he 
said. "I tell you my little girl is a 
physical and mental w’rec.'c. I am 
afraid that her mind Is giving away 
under this drpadful strain. She is worse 
than she was when she collapsed after 
hearing of the Jury's disagreement. I 
have sent for our family physician.” 

Dr. Maguire was sent for later, and 
after examining Miss Patterson said* 

"Miss Patterson Is In a highly nervous, 
knd even a hysterical condition, but in 
my Judgment there need be no fear of 
insanity from present indications. She 
laughs a good deal, hut the laughie.* is 
more of a hysterical character than 
from any Impulse that u*ould appear 
like insanity. She needs good care and 
constant watchfulness and companion¬ 
ship. The latter. w*e nil know*, cannot 
be very well supplied in a prison." 


SWISHER DID NOT SIGN 

Telegram. But Others Say They Are 
Ready To Make a Bond. 

Falrmount. W. Va., Dec. 28.—T. A. 
Deveny. one of the wealthiest men In 
this city, confirmed the report to-dnv 
that he, H. J. Brice and Edward Slick, 
also local business men. would furnish 
Nan Patterson bond to the ettept of 
$50,000 If necessary, not In order to re¬ 
ceive notoriety, but because tliq* be¬ 
lieve her innocent of tiie crime with 
yvhlch she Is charged.

The District Attorney was 
not satiriUnl with that disposition of 
the ca-fe, however, ami began an Inves¬ 
tigation whieh, h* sayi*. ha* resulted In 
an Indictment charging murder in the 
first degree. 

When Mi Laughlin’s counsel asked for 
a postponement. District Attorney Jer¬ 
ome arose and 1 said: 

"Your Honor. 1 have absolutely no 
objection to a postponement of the as¬ 
sault cise. but that U not the charge 
now before the court. This man hi** 
b*»cn arrested on a warrant charging 
him with mbrder in the first degree, 
the brutal and unwarranted killing o*f 
a negro last May." 

The policeman turned pale, shook 
from head to foot, and grouped the 
nailing for support. HI* lawyer looked 
In amazement at Mr. Jerome, who re¬ 
lated the circumstances of the crime. 
■McLaughlin was taken to the Tombs. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
With the Ohio river at a stage suffi¬ 
cient to ship coal boat*, the entirely 
unexpected. In the *hape of unusually 
high winds, happened, and as a result 
no large shipments of coal were made 
to-day. The stage will continue to¬ 
morrow, nnd should the wind abate 
about 2,000,000 bushels of coal will get 
under way for the Southern ports. It 
was announced to-day at the office of 
Monongahela Consolidated Coal and 
Coke Company that hereafter no boats 
Will be run straight through from here 
to New Orleans. There l* a strong prob¬ 
ability that the big Sprague will not 
get out of the harbor on the present 
rise. This monster craft, while able to 
take advantage of twelve M*t of water, 
can hardly be sent out safely on less 
than fifteen feet, and this height ia not 
expected. 

The river coal company is now de¬ 
pending on four of Its largest towboats 
for the big shipment, and these four 
will get away from here to-morrow 
with a total of 1.760.000 bushels of coni. 
The boat* and their tows are: Joseph 
B. Williams, 18 coal l»oats. with 450.000 
bushels; Josh Cook, 17 coal boats, with 
425.000 bushels: John A. Wood. 18 coal 
boats, with 450.000 bushel#; Jim Wood. 
IT coal boats, with 426,000 bushels. The 
Clyde of the Clyde UonI Company, will 
also start South with aevcntcen barge?. 

Report* from down the river say that 
all craft which left here on the rise 
are tied up between Steubenville and 
Safe Hnrbor on ac count of the terrific 
wind, but expect to be able to proceed 
on their way by to-morrow. 

The gale struck Pittsburg early this 
morning, nnd everything afloat in the 
harbor was driven to the shores. Only 
one accident was reported, however, 
and that occurred at the Smlthfleld- 
street bridge, where the Ford City, of 
the People's Coal Company, bumped its 
tow against that of the W. H. Flint, 
and one barge wa* sunk. 

During the afternoon the Volunteer, 
Enterprise and Clifton got under way 
with tows. The cold weather 1* having 
no effect on the rivers, and the water 
continues to rise at all points from the 
headwaters down. Reports from up the 
Allegheny and Monongahela rivers 
show that a stage of twelve feet or 
better can be counted on for to-morrow. 
No empties have so far reached the 
harbor, although some have started on 
their way up from down-river points. 
The shippers are so busy getting out 
the coal that it Is extremely doubtful 
If any empties will be brought here be¬ 
fore iicxt Tuecday or Wednesday.

SAYS HE IS CONNECTED 

WITH FOREIGN OFFICE 


Washington, Dec. 28. — [Special.] — 
Senator Elkins, chairman of the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Committee, Is working 
on a bill meent to carry out the views 
of the President on the railroad rebate 
question. In conversation to-day, how¬ 
ever, he advanced the Idea that a Cir¬ 
cuit Court of the United States Should 
handle the subject. "For several rea¬ 
sons.” said he, "I think the Interstate 
Commerce Commission Is not the prop¬ 
er tribunal for the fixing of rates by 
this method. It tfhould be done in a 
Circuit Court of the United States, and 
that court should be presided over by 
a Justice of high character, who ought 
to receive a salary of 110.000. $12,000 or 
$15,000 a year. Such a Judge would, 
of course, be appointed for life, and 
would be Independent of the changes 
that might occur In the admin 1stration 
of the Government. He could devote 
his entire thought to the questions that 
would come to his attention. 

'Must think what might happen If 
these powers were placed In a commis¬ 
sion, the members of which would he 
subject to reappointment by the Presi¬ 
dent with limited terms 8uch a propo¬ 
sition would not meet the approval of 
conservative men. 

“But even with this power to declare 
what rates are excessive lodged in a 
Circuit Court of the United States, we 
would still have to make further pro¬ 
visions for the effectual abolition of 
the rebate. Th£ fixing of a rate will 
not prevent the rebate. That Is a mat¬ 
ter I am endeavoring to go over so fully 
that we may be able to draw’ a bill 
that will he satisfactory to meet the 
ends desired. 

“As I have suggested, the functions 
of this court would not Interfere with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
In the important matter of declaring 
what rates are excessive the court 
would have Jurisdiction and the respect 
with which our courts are held would 
prove an important factor In making 
the system a success.**

Admiral Terfy On Retired List. 


Perry Mason Arrested Iu Chicago 
Charged With Being Diamond 
Thief and Confidence Man. 


Rear Admiral Silas Wright Terry, a 
native of Trigg county, Kentucky, and 
an officer with u distinguished record 
In both the Civil and Spanish Wars, 
was placed on the retired lls-t foT age 
to-day. Admiral Terry had a total sea 
service of sixteen years and seven 
months. He was appointed a midship, 
man from Kentucky In 1858, attaining 
his present rank four years ago. He 
was present at the fall of Richmond. 
He rescued the crew of the bark Trin¬ 
ity on Heard Iplnnd In 1881 and saved 
them from starvation. While on his 
way to Heard Island Rear Adpllral 
Terry stopped at Cape Town and ren¬ 
dered assistance to the English ship 
Poonah. which was stranded on the 
beach about ten miles northeast of the 
port. For this Bear Admiral Terry re¬ 
ceived the thanks of the Colonial and 
English Governments. 

In D86 he was appointed a member of 
the Naval Examining and Retiring 
Board, being on that duty until 1893. 
He commanded the Newark from 1893 
to 1895 and was present under the com¬ 
mand of Rear Admiral Benham during 
the Insurrection In Rio. During the 
Spnnish-American War he commanded 
the receiving ship Franklin and In Sep¬ 
tember. 1898, he was assigned to the 
command of the battleahip Iowa.

ARBITRATION TREATIES 

Not Taken Up By Senate Committee 
On Foreign Relations. 

Washington, Dec. 28.-The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations ha* 
not yet taken up the several arbitra¬ 
tion treaties negotiated last autumn . 
and sent to the Senate before the hol¬ 
iday recess. It is expected that a 
meeting of the committee wlU be held 
next week and that thrse treaties will 
be favorably reported 1 . 

Several Southern Senators who have 
been examining them have raised the 
question as to whether under th m rhe 
bonds of Southern States, Issued dur¬ 
ing the reconstruction period, could 
be arbitrated and declared valid 
They have given notice that if the 
treaties provide for the adjudication of 
euch bonds they will oppose them un¬ 
less an amendment is inserted, which. 
In express terms, will declare that 
bonds of a State shall not be arbitrated. 
There are many million dollars of the 
bonds, which, it is claimed, were fraud¬ 
ulently issuegl, and for which the 
States received, no benefit. Their pay- | 
ment was refused. Other Senators who | 
have looked into the question say that, 
they believe the arbitration treaties 
cannot be construed to cover these 
State bonds. 


New York, Dec. 28.—Gov. Odell, form¬ 
er Gov.

Instead witnesses were brought 
forth bo testify that Elizabeth Gdllespls 
had suddenly stopped speaking to them 
without any apparent cause, and two 
footprints had been found the morning 
after the shooting at a fence near the 
alley in the rear of Elizabeth Gil¬ 
lespie's home 

There was a most spirited clash be¬ 
tween opposing attorney's when Bari 
Seward, son of Belle Seward, was on 
the stand. He rectified that the day 
before the shooting he and James Gil¬ 
lespie went hunting and Gillespie had 
fired his la?t cartridge. Witness put 
the guns away after they returned 
home. The night of -the shooting he and 
Gillespie and Mrs. Seward had eaten 
supper early. He was down town when 
he heard of the murder. That night 
Gillespie went to bed about 11 o'clock. 

Dr. William Gillespie, brother of 
Janies Gillespie, told of the unfriendly 
terms that existed between Elizabeth 
and her brothers and sisters, and that 
she had treated them nil harshly and 
unfeelingly. He sold that her conduct 
toward James caused him to leave 
home. Senator Kit linger. Prosecuting 
Attorney, asked that this evidence be 
stricken from the record, but Sudg# 
Cornet allowed It to remain. 

SENSATIONAL SUICIDE. 

Tkrleton Thompson Takes His Life 
At Terre Haute. 

Terre Haute. Ind.. Dec. 28,—Tarleton 
Thompson, prominent In business, so¬ 
cial and religious circles, committed 
suicide in the office of the coal com* 
puny' of which he was manager this 
morning.

TOGO ON THE WAY TO T0KI0. 


Tokio. Dec. 28. 10:30 a. m.—Trust¬ 
worthy advices from Port Arthur con¬ 
firm the report that Gen. Kondrach- 
enko has been killed and that Gen. 
Stoessel has been injured by falling 
from his horse. Gen. Smllnoff is also 
reported wounded. 

The advices further say that the 
stern of the battleship Sevastopol hus 
sunk In shallow* water. Her bow Is 
damaged In two places and the st©ar-« 
Ing-room gear Is also damaged. 

The garrison is reported to be con¬ 
fident In the belief that relief will ar¬ 
rive before March 1. Despite Its heavy 
losses November 26 and subsequently*, 
the garrison Is said to be cheerful and 
resolved to continue the struggle ns 
long ns a single soldier remains. The 
army claims to have sufficient pro¬ 
visions to last until Februai y. The 
navy possesses about one month's 
stores. The price of food In the be¬ 
leaguered fortress Is high. Beef is a 
rouble and one-half per pound; horse 
meat, six copecks per pound; dog meat, 
twenty-five copecks per pound; tur¬ 
keys. 150 roubles apiece; eggs, 150 rou¬ 
bles per hundred. But a few Junks 
bearing supplies reached the garrison 
the past month. 

It Is expected that the capture of the 
heights of Pigeon Bay' will further cur¬ 
tail the landing of supplies. 

It Is understood that the Japanese 
dynamiting and paralleling against the 
eastern section of the main circle of 
forts around Port Arthur is progressing 
favorably. The right wing of the be¬ 
siegers continues a heavy aud effective 
shelling of the new town preparatory 
to operations which are nearing com¬ 
pletion. It Is probable that the next 
attack will be directed against the east 
and west faces of the fortress In an en¬ 
deavor to divide and weaken the resist¬ 
ance of the defense. 

Admiral Togo will probably arrive to¬ 
day at Kure.an Important station of the 
Japanese navy twelve miles from Hir¬ 
oshima, Accompanied by Vice Admiral 
K&mirnura and other officers, Togo is 
expected to coine to Tokio Friday 
morning, when the Emperor will re¬ 
ceive him personally and congratulate 
and thank him for his services during 
the war. 

The New Year season has begun, aud 
all Japan is enjoying a holiday, conse¬ 
quently Togo’s Journey from Kure to 
Tokio will be a continuous popular ova¬ 
tion.

New York, Dec. 2$.*—The cotton mar¬ 
ket broke HO to 33 point* on the Cen¬ 
sus Huroau’F ginners* report indicating 
a crop in exeesp of the Government's 
estimate. There was very heavy trad¬ 
ing on ill* decline. 

The bears contended that the ginners* 
report probably forecasted a crop of 
nearly 13.000.000 bales. 

Following the report, prices, which 
had shown weakness since the open¬ 
ing. broke sharply, with January sell¬ 
ing around 6.60, March 6.81 and May 
6,S>6, or a net decline of 22 to 23 poinis 
and a break of practically 56 a bale 
in two weeks’ time. The market was 
\ ery active during the afternoon, with 
big short Interests covering, while there 
was also heavy liquidation, and on 
every little bulge the bears seemed dis¬ 
posed to withdraw their buylrtg orders 
and sell more cotton. 

The low figures reached in the slump 
arc the lowest that cotton lias reach¬ 
ed in nearly three years. 

BIG BREAK AT NEW ORLEANS. 

Prices Go From 47 To 55 Points 
Lower. 

New Orleans, Dec. 2S.—With the 
reading of the ginners’ report on the 
Cotton Exchange to-day cotton slump¬ 
ed 47 to 33 i»olnts with extraordinary 
excitement about the ringside. The re¬ 
port that H.848.11U hales had been gin¬ 
ned with 82 counties yet to hear from 
came as a surprise, though a bearish 
report was. of course, expected and the 
market was hammered with great en¬ 
ergy. The report to-day showed 1,848.- 
239 more bales ginned this year than the 
total crop of lost year. After the that 
excitement the market grew quieter, 
though the decline had not been ar¬ 
rested. January cotton went to 6.40, a 
decline of about four cents In the last 
three months. Many visitors were pres¬ 
ent in iho galleries and on the floor 
when the rep ort was poste d. 

Cause of the Break. 

Washington. Dec. 2S.—The Census 
Bureau to-day issued a report giving 
the quantity of cotton ginned in 737 
counties up to December 13 last to have 
been 11.986.614 running hales, which Is 
the equivalent of 11.848.113 commercial 
bales. The commercial bales reported 
to the same period of 1903 amounted to

total. Including the estimate of $113,000,- 
000 for the present. Congress, will bring 
the sum to above one billion. The total 
cost of constructing the Navy, includ¬ 
ing vessels now In commission, or in 
course of construction, amounts to a 
little over $300,000,000, leaving the cost 
of maintenance in round numbers 
about $700,000,000. 

Independently of those under con¬ 
struction, our Navy comprises, now In 
commission, thirteen flrst-cHss battle¬ 
ship®, fifteen armored cruisers and 
three unprotected cruisers, at a total 
cost of construction of $109,068,200.15. In 
addition to these, there are now In 
course of construction thirty-two bat¬ 
tleships and cruisers, with auxiliary 
vessels, many of which are nearly 
ready for service. The battleships will 
cost, for hull and armor alone, $4,400,- 
000 each, and with full equipment 
about $7,000,000, while the cruisers will 
average about one-half as moich. This 
win give some idea of what a charge 
upon the Treasury it will be to keep 
the American Navy up to the standard 
upon which it is now projected.

Justice In Hayti. 

In the little republic of Hayti jus¬ 
tice is administered rapidly against 
those who are not in favor with the 
authorities. Former President Sam. 
who was a very great man In the day 
of his powder, has been condemned to 
Imprisonment for life at hard labor for 
the Issue of fraudulent bonds, and 
Mrs. Sam gets fifteen years. Va¬ 
rious other politicians who are not out 
of office have been sentenced to U rms 
ranging from five to fifteen years. In 
all, thirty-three persons were Indicted, 
but only thirteen were arrested. 

It la a peculiarity of Haytlen Jus¬ 
tice, based on the French practice, to 
try a man as well where he Isn't ns 
where he Is. In other words, the pres- 


the former President, who nought 
refuge In the Island of St. Thomas, be¬ 
longing to Denmark The action now 
announced 1* a Judgment rendered 
against him In default of his appear¬ 
ance to answer the charge brought 
against him. 

This ia but a repetition, in a mild 
form, of the usual occurrences marking 
the retirement of one President nnd the 
accession of another. In nearly every 
Instance the change ha* been either by 
assassination, revolution or th«y exile of 
the former ruler. Ever since Alexis has 
been President he has had to combat 
revolutionary tendencies, presumably 
promoted by the faction of his prede¬ 
cessor. and whether there were grounds 
for the action taken against Gen. 
Sam or not, as doubtless there were, the 
expedient may enable Alexis to retain 
his hold upon the presidency until some 
more powerful rival shall succeed in his 
overthrow. It is doubtful whether he 
would have continued President as long 
as he has but for the presence about 
the island of a naval force of the 
United States to preserve order in San 
Domingo, which has had a like re¬ 
straining efTeet upon the Government 
of Hayti. In fact, the relations of the 
United States to these two turbulent 
powers has assumed very' nearly the 
semblance of a protectorate in the en¬ 
forcement of order for the security of 
our commercial Interests. As this oper¬ 
ates to the equal benefit of the inter¬ 
ests of other foreign Governments, as 
yet there has been full acquiescence In 
the policy of our Government.

Southern Cotton Mills. 

The cotton manufacturers of Fall 
River. Mas*., after a strike that has 
lasted five months, refuse to arbitrate 
the question of wages. They say that 
in consequence of the competition of 
the Southern mills they cannot pay 
the old rates of wages. To prove thin 
they are willing to show their books. 
But this I s ? not agreeable to the work¬ 
men. They' have an idea that an arbi¬ 
tration board will concede something 
to both sides, and prefer to take their 
chances in that way. 

There has been a great deal of com¬ 
plaint from the New England manu¬ 
facturers with reference to the low 
wages and the long hours that prevail 
in Southern mills. They' have made 
overtures from time to time looking to 
some sort of U»w to raise the co?t of 
manufacturing cotton in the South. 
They have had their conscience- 1 quick¬ 
ened as to child labor in. the South, 
Just as their father* and grandfathers 
experienced conscientious scruples 
about slavery' as soon as they had 
parted with all their slaves. Child la¬ 
bor ia a real aibuse, no doubt, but by 
Do means confined to the South. 

But It is not to be assumed that 
lower wages cheapen production. On 
the contrary, the prepondeiur.ee of the 
evidence la the other way. The best 
paid labor Is generally the cheapest 
on account of its superior productivity. 
The Southern mills availed themselves 
of such labor as was at hand, but it 
hv.s not been proved* that the lowest 
priced labor was most productive in 
proportion to its cost. 

A writer In a Northern paper, who 
cl.\lms to have no interest either way, 
rays that the real trouble at Fall Riv¬ 
er is not higher wages or shorter 
hours as compared with the South, but 
Inferior machinery. The Southern mills 
arc generally equipped with automati 
looms, while many of the New Eng¬ 
land mills are trying to utilize anti¬ 
quated machinery*. They cannot or 
w;il not equip their mills with the best 
machinery, and are consequently dis¬ 
tanced in the race of competition with 
rtw mills supplied with all modern 
Improvements. 

This theory of the troubles of the 
tygw England cotton mills is not now 
put forward for the first time. Meu 
of long experience In the business 
have from time to time called atten¬ 
tion to the need of better machinery. 
For years the reliance of the New 
England mills was upon the protec¬ 
tive tariff. When they could get what 
they wanted in the way' o>f duties on 
foreign goods, they were satisfied that 
ft would give them the monopoly of 
the home market without putting 
themselves to the expense of purchas¬ 
ing new’ machinery from time to time, 
bo keep pace with the progress of 
Inventive genius. For a while the divi¬ 
dends seemed to justify' the correctness 
of this theory. But production out¬ 
run domestic consumption, the need 
of foreign markets began to be felt, 
and the growth of the manufacturing 
industry in the South Introduced sharp 
competition, both in the domestic and 
export trade. With the usual reliance 
on old formulas the cheaper labor of 
the South was blamed for these con¬ 
ditions, but even that is now chal¬ 
lenged. It seemed far more probable 
that the business enterprlre of New 
England Iras been weakened by' long 
continued exemption from competi- 
t on. and now' that it has come, the 
mill owners are not prepared to meet 
ft In the right way. 


the progress of the trial, as It is in 
cases of felony under the English and 
American practice. And even In cases 
of misdemeanor the accused must have 
formal notice of the proceeding*. In 
the French practice this has not been 
considered necessary. It happened In 
1873 that the first Republican candi¬ 
date for the presidency. Gen. Fremont, 
was accused in a French court of 
fraudulent practices In connection with 
the negotiation of certain railroad se¬ 
curities. He failed to present himself 
for trial, and was accordingly condemn¬ 
ed “In contumaciam.’* without any 
hearing as to the merits of the case, 
and sentenced to pay a fine and under¬ 
go imprisonment. As he kept out of 
French jurisdiction, the sentence was 
never enforced. 

The practice of trying a man In his 
absence may have its advantages, but 
it has the distinct disadvantage that 
the man Is not within the Jurisdiction 
of the court when it comes to the 
execution of the sentence. 

Former President Sam Is raid to bo 
now In the Danish West Indies, and 
presumably free from arrest under the 
laws of Hayti. It is a common prac¬ 
tice of the rulers of many of the small¬ 
er American republics to make prepara¬ 
tion for the evil day which mest of 
them can confidently expect when they 
will be out of power, and liable to 
prosecution for real or imaginary mis¬ 
feasance In office. Accordingly, they 
seek to make themselves friends of the 
Mammon of unrighteousness by ac¬ 
cumulating a bank account In a for¬ 
eign country*. France being generally 
preferred. When the end of their power 
comes, they slip away and live happily 
ever afterward on the money saved up 
during their days of power. It Is al 
together probable that the proceeds of 
the bonds illegally negotiated by Sam 
are deposited to his credit In some for¬ 
eign bank, and are now* available for 
maJiing life pleasant In St. Thomas or 
any other place where he may choose 
to fix his residence. 

The island of which Hayti forms a part 
lies near to Porto Rico, being between 
the latter and Cuba, and from Its posl 
tlun In the West Indian waters may. 
when the Panama canal la completed 
become a very Important strategic 
naval point. Through its discovery by 
Columbus It became the property of 
Spain, but nearly 200 years ago. by the 
treaty of Ryswlch, the western portion 
was acquired by France. It was then, 
as now, inhabited chjefiy by negroes, 
who during the French Revolution re¬ 
volted and marsacrelng or driving off 
nearly all the whites, organised a gov¬ 
ernment of their own under Toussalnt 
TOuverture as Dictator. His reign 
was cm short by Napoleon, who re- 
oeeupled the territory with French 
troops and the ex-Dicta lor was taken 
prisoner to France and died a captive 
Subsequently the negroes again se¬ 
cured control of Hayti and In 1804 Its 
Independence was declared after a gen¬ 
eral massacre of the whites. Including 
women und children, oml Dessallnea 
wraa declared Emperor. 

In the century w'hich ha* intervened 
Hayti has maintained its Independence 
under negro rulers, at some times 
called Emperor and at other* Presi¬ 
dent, although claiming, os now', to be 
a republic. In this Interval there have 
been nineteen rulers, the succession be¬ 
ing generally marked with violence, 
and the country has been the scene of 
almost constant turbulence. The head 
of th%* Government row Is President 
Pierre Nord Alexis, who came into of¬ 
fice two years ago. His predecessor 
was Tiresias Sam, who filled the pres¬ 
idency from 1896 to 1902. The first of¬ 
ficial act of Alexis on taking the reins 
of government was to form a commie-* 
sion to examine the accounts of his 
predecessor. The result of this inquiry

Winchester. Ky., Dec. 28—[Special.]— 
The testimony In the Marcum case to¬ 
day was fragmentary and principally 
of a nature corroborative of the testi¬ 
mony heretofore given by witnesses 
for the defense. Much of it was for the 
purpose of impeaching the testimony 
of B. J. Ewen and Ruck Cottongame 
and wife, witnesses for the plaintiff, 
by showing their general Character. 
Many other witnesses are present for 
the same purpose. There w r as nothing 
uensatior/al brought out and the verbal 
tilt* between opposing attorneys have 
been reduced to a minimum. The court¬ 
house ia still well tilled at all time*, 
however, and Interest remains unabat¬ 
ed. 

The first witness this morning was 
W. N, Cope/ an attorney of Jackson. 
He said he knew the general moral 
reputation of Mr. and Mrs. Ruck Cot¬ 
ton game was bad, but did not know of 
their reputation for truth and veracity. 

Squire J. W. Edwards said he hud 
been a Magistrate In Jackson precinct 
for ten or twelve yea'rs. He said that 
some time previous to his death Mar¬ 
cum carried a child in his arm* when 
on the street.

Mr. Wachter. Republican Congress¬ 
man from Baltimore, is not only 
“amazed" al the President's appoint¬ 
ment of W. H. Harris to be postmaster 
of that city; he "Is too astounded for 
words."

The Czar has given his subjects a 
Christmas present In the shape of a 
long and wordy ukase which may be 
gratefully accepted by the igr>orant, 
who are unable to understand It. but as 
far as regards any actual concession 
of political rights It seems to imply 
but little. For the last forty or fifty 
years there have been such ukases, os¬ 
tensibly enlarging the liberties of the 
Russian people, but any real progress 
toward a constitutional form of gov 
ernment has not been discernible. Au¬ 
tocracy is quite as absolute as It was 
under Catherine or Paul. The serfs 
have been liberated, but this has mere¬ 
ly changed the form of their relation 
to the landlords, without reducing the 
political status of the Oznr.

J| ERE 1* a chance for Western play- 
T wrights. Miss Blanche Bates wants 
play that breathes the spirit and atmos¬ 
phere of Lhe Westland. An outdoor drama 
with tho dash and freedom of the open 
air. 

The Belasco star has been playing a 
character of the Far East in "The Dar¬ 
ling of the Gods" for tho post three 
ears. When she steps out of this char¬ 
acter, it is Miss Bates’ wish to enact the 
part of a Western girl. 

Any playwright who has a good West¬ 
ern piece may be certain that it will re¬ 
ceive a careful reading. 

Listen, playwright*, while M'Iss Bates 
details her desires: 

“I want a play,” said the talented act 
ress, “in which the leading character is 
a typical \Veatern-An>criean woman. An 
out-of-door woman,, with red blood In her 
veins, a strong pulse in her wrist and 
heart the size of the country whence 
the halls. 

A woman who can wear a low-necked 
gown lf necessary without wrapping up 
her n<vk and shoulders for fear of catch¬ 
ing cold when she ventures Into th*« open 
air. A woman who can ride a good horse 
twenty miles, get up for a hearty break¬ 
fast early in the morning, take, a gun and 
follow a couple of dogs ten miles before 
luncheon. 

‘Then I wunt this woman placed In 
situations where her moral and physical 
strength will be tried to the utmost and 
triumph. Anyone who has read Bret 
Ilai te's stories know* the sort of woman 
I mean, and therefore everyone in the 
West knows — because everyone in the 
West has r<*ad Bret Harte’s stories. Any¬ 
one who has not should be ashamed to 
admit it. 

i want a Western part, because I be¬ 
lieve the real genuine American spirit ^5 
stronger in Lhe Far West than in the 
other parts of the United States. There 
tire fewer dilettantes there. They go East 
us soon as they develop and thence, 
usually, by the first steamer to Europe, 
which offers the most attractive life to 
the blase. 

"Since opening my pr^wnt *en*on in 
St. Louis last July 1 nave read through, 
with my mother, exactly forty-three 
ploys. Approximately, there were many 
more submitted, which 1 discarded, nfter 
reading u few pages and finding that the 
style, construction and story w'ere uiterly 
hopeles*. 

"I catalogued these forty-three plays, 
with the following results; 

“Twelve translations from the French. 
“Six translations from tho German. 
“Two truncations from the Danish. 
“Five translations from the Swinish. 
“Four translations from the Italian. 
“One dramatization of Boon’s *The 
Lady of the Lake.' 

“Three dramatizations of old novels. 
"Seven dramatisations of new novels. 
“One original American comodiettau 
“One original American comedy. 

“One original American drama. 

“Total, forty-three, 

“Of the twelve translations from the 
French, seven were avowedly so; the 
other five were carefully laundered and 
done over, but, easily recognizable. 

“The six translations from the Gvrman 
tvere all bad. 

“One of the Danish translations was 
cleverly written, but too talky and utterly 
lacking In situations. 

“Of tho five Bp&nish translations, ono 
evidenced strong dramatic talent In parts, 
but was technically impossible of produc¬ 
tion. 

The four Italians were cruel. 

The Lady of the Lake’ made a splen¬ 
did title, but It ended with the title. 

“The three dramatizations of old novels 
were so full of ancient ‘cuss’ words, like 
’Prithee!* ‘Gadzook*!’ and ‘By'r Lady!’ 
that one of those anti-sumethlng-or-other 
societies in Musmtchusetts would have me 
arrested if 1 dared to appear In any of 
these plays. 

"The most extra ordinary thing about 
these plays, to mv mind, lay in the fact 
t h > t of the forty-tnrea submitted, although 
thlrty-efight were the work of Americans, 
only three of the lot were American plays, 
with the exception of two dramatizations 
of novel*. 

This 1* not us It should be. 

America Is teeming with dramatic pos¬ 


sibilities. I think our young plnj*wrlghta 
who are seeking inspiration should put on 
their hats and go out for a walk In their 
own towns instead of sending their Imag¬ 
inations to France, Italy, Spain and En¬ 
gland or attempting to dig a play out of 
the shelve* of public libraries. Let tho 
youthful, ambitions stage wxlter loox 
about him. The material Is omnipresent 
The daily papers are-filled with dramas, 
while American streets and homes are 
crowded with interesting character 
studies.’'

JOHN BURNS, AGED EIGHTY, 

Qualifies To Administer Two Es¬ 
tates. 

In Jeffersonville yesterday John 
Burns, nearly eighty years old. quali¬ 
fied as administrator of the estate of 
his wife, Anna Bums, by giving bond 
In the sum of $100. with EU M. Llndley 
and Thomas F O'Neil as sureties. At 
the same time he cjuallfled as adminis¬ 
trator of Marlin Kelly, who was the 
first husband of his wife, the bond in 
this Instance being $100 and the sureties 
the same. The action grows out of a 
lawsuit, one of the features In which is 
a will that was probated on November 
26. that had been executed more than 
thirty-seven years ago and never filed 
for record. Its existence was known to 
but few'. 

In the presence of Jonas G. Howard 
and William H. Howard, Martin Kelly 
signed the will on March 14, 1867, and 
in this he gave hla wife one-third of 
hls estate, the remainder going to his 
children, Just as the laws of Indiana 
would have divided the property. So 
far ns the records show’ no steps were 
taken to administer the estate after the 
death .*f Kelly in 1870. Mrs. Kelly met 
John Burns, who was already begin¬ 
ning to look toward life’s sunset, and 
they were married July 10. 1871, but 
th"ir union was not ns happy as It 
might have been. 

Mrs. Burns died a few months ago, 
leaving besides her husband, one son, 
Michael Kelly, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Katherine Me Andrew's, it being the be¬ 
lief that neither of the latter knew of 
the will. Bums brought suit against 
bin stepchildren for an equal division of 
the estate of their mother, and a law¬ 
suit was begun. While looking over the 
effects left by Mrs. Burns the will, yel¬ 
low with age, w’as found and filed for 
probate. It was believed that this 
would cut Burns’ share down to one- 
ninth of the estate, but he is going to 
see It through and has taken out letters 
of administration to settle the estates 
of his wife and her first hiwband.

MAY POSTPONE THE HEARING. 1 


BISHOP TUTTLE OVERLOOKED 
CHANGE IN CANONS. 


CALLED TO MEET JANUARY 10. 


Philadelphia, Pa.. Dec. 2S.—There will 
be no hearing of the charge* against 
Bishop Ethelbert Talbot, of the diocese 
of Central Pennsylvania, by tho court 
recently appointed by Bishop Tuttle. 
Is the statement made by churchmen 
who are well posted in the canonical 
laws of the Episcopal Church, A com¬ 
plication has developed which they say 
will put a stop effectually to the pro- j 
ceeding* of the court of inquiry as now | 
constituted. 

The trouble comes from a recent 
change in the canons of the church re¬ 
garding the appointment of a court of 
that nature. The first intimation of 
trouble come* In the shape of an edtto- | 
rial In the Church Standard, the oldest 1 
organ of the* church in this country. 
In the issue of the Standard, which will 
appear to-morrow. Dr. John Fulton, the 
editor, says In reference to the Irvine- 
Tulbot case that the presiding bishop 
has constituted th^ board of Inquiry 
under a canon which was superceded by 
.i new canon of the late general con¬ 
vention. The new canon will come Into 
Operation on January 1, 1905 The board 
or Inquiry is called to meet on Janu¬ 
ary 10 and when it docs meet on that 
date it will not be constituted as the 
m*w canon require*. It will, therefore, 
have no power to proceed with the in¬ 
quiry for which It is called. 

• • • 

Dr. Bodine's Views. 

The Rev. Dr. W. B. Bod ine, who will 
be chairmarf of the Committee on In¬ 
quiry. in an interview to-night con¬ 
siders very important the conclusions 
of Dr. Fulton. 

Dr. Bodine explained that under the 
canon which expires January l a court 
Of Inquiry is composed of sixteen mem¬ 
bers. The new canon provides for a 
court, or board, consisting of only ten 
members. These must be appointed by 
certain bishops, designated by the 
canon. As the new canon is not yet In 
force, no court can be chosen under its 
provisions, and one chosen now to com¬ 
ply with it would, it is claimed, have 
no legal existence, now or at any other 
time. 

Men versed in church law say that 
the only course now left is to let the 
present court meet on the date named. 
It can then decide that it no longer has 
jurisdiction in such matters and refer 
tho matter buck to Bishop Tuttle, the 
presiding bishop, for further action. 

The miRtake or oversight arose. It is 
said, because the movement to procure 
a presentment against Bishop Talbot 
was begun last August, and those who 
had it In hand failed to take cognizance 
of the change in canonical law when it 
was made at the laat general conven¬ 
tion.

A NEW THEORY OF 

BRAIN DEVELOPMENT. 


Declared To Be Dependent Upon the 
Health of the Corpus 
Callosum. 


Philadelphia, Pec. 28.—A ne*,\ theory 
of brain development has been pro¬ 
pounded by Dr. Eld ward Anthony Spitz- 
ka. of Columbia University, before the 
meeting of the Association of American 
Anatomists nt the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania. It is. in effect, that the 
mentality is not dependent on the rela¬ 
tive proportion of white and gray mat¬ 
ter so much as uj>on the health of ihe 
great bundle of fibers known as the 
corpus callosum, which connect the two 
sides of the brain. 

In announcing his theory. Dr. Splt&ka 
exhibited the brains of more than a 
dozen inen who hud been eminent In 
science, and in each case endeavored 
to show that they bore out his asser¬ 
tions. 

"The relative importance of the whit# 
and gray matter In the brain is often 
misconstrued,’' he said. "Were it not 
for tlie manifold connections of the 
nerve cells In the cortex with each 
other, as well as with the perlpherv by 
means of the millions nnd millions of 
fibers which make up the white matter, 
such a brain would be as useless as a 
multitude of telephone or telegraph sta¬ 
tions with nil interconnecting wires de¬ 
stroyed. , , . 

"The corpus callosum Is an Index 
\\hlch places the brain of man so far 
over thaL of the brute. When this 
structure Is deficient or diseased It Is 
Invnrlnbly attended by profound weak- 
mlndednefts or total idiocy. And the 
examination of the brains of these 
notable men possessing large capacity 
for doing nnd thinking shows the con¬ 
verse to be quite ns true.**

FORCE WHISKY 


ON FIVE-YEAR-OLD CHILD UN¬ 
TIL DEATH COMES. 


Negro Couple Adopt Repulsive Meth¬ 
od of Amusing Them¬ 
selves. 


Overdosed with liquor with which 
his f&tfher and mother had plied him, 
a negro boy five years of age died at 
his home on the farm of Judge Joseph 
Pryor, near Bashaw’s Station, early 
yesterday morning. Despite the child’s 
Hge, Coroner Harris Kelly, who held an 
inquest Into the death, announced that 
It was caused by alpohollstn. The child 
had been unconscious for ten hours be¬ 
fore his death. 

According to the evidence collected 
t>> Coroner Kelly, the mother and step¬ 
father of the child, who are named 
ThruSton. filled the boy WUh a mix¬ 
ture of whisky and wine, which Thrus- 
ton had secured as a Christmas gift 
The two older negroes began a r**st- 
ChrUumas celebration early Tuesday 
morning, and during their festivities 
the greater part of the-contents of the 
two jugs. containing whisky and wipe 
respectively, were consumed. Finally 
becoming too drunk to imbibe any 
more liquor, the negroes began plying 
the child with both drinks, never stop¬ 
ping until he wag unconscious. 

The child became violently III. but 
the negroes only laughed at his predic¬ 
ament and did not call a physician. 
Mrs. Pryor, wife of Judge Joseph Pry¬ 
or. learned of the condition of the boy 
and went to his aid. She remained 
with him during the entire night, but 
was unable to afford any relief and the 
child died shortly after midnight. 

Coroner Kelly announced yesterday* 
afternoon that he would not attempt 
to prosecute the negroes, as they are 
perfectly ignorant and do not realize 
that they have committed a crime. 
Judge Pryor Is indignant over the 
died and Is thinking seriously of prose¬ 
cuting the couple.

LONG FIGHT 


Com promised By Pay¬ 
ment of §35,000 


TO W. M. JOHNSON'S ESTATE. 


CLAIMED POLICY OF 850.000 IN 
NEW YORK LIFE. 


ATTORNEYS GET BIG FEES. 


After hard-fought and expensive liti¬ 
gation covering a period of about six 
years and embracing three Jury trials, 
a cash compromise for $35,000 was ef¬ 
fected yesterday in the suit of W. M. 
Johnson’s administrator against the 
New York Life Insurance Company, 
brought to enforce collection of a $50,000 
policy. Had this settlement been made 
originally thousands of dollars would 
have been saved both sides in costs 
and attorneys’ fees. The third trial of 
the case resulted In a verdict for the 
plaintiff for the full amount, in Judge 
Gordon’s court, November 23, and a mo¬ 
tion for a new trial was pending when 
the terms of settlement were reached. 
Had a new* trial been refused It was 
defendant’s Intention to take an appeal 
which, had the settlement not Inter¬ 
vened. would have made several more 
years of litigation. 

The attorneys representing the plain¬ 
tiff were Judge W. O. Hands. J. T. 
O’Neal. W. McClelland Johnson, broth¬ 
er of the testator, and former Gov. W. 
O. Bradley. Humphrey. Hines & Hum¬ 
phrey and Henry Burnett represented 
the Life Insurance Company. Under 
the agreed order of settlement Judge 
Harris and Mr. O’Neal each receive a 
fee of $2,750, and W. McClelland John¬ 
son $6,750- Former Gov. Bradley was 
directly associated with Mr. Johnson in 
the case. 

The plaintiff’s claim was for the full 
value of the policy, plus the interest, 
which made the total amount sought 
nearly $70,000. The Jury, however, de¬ 
nied the interest. The first trial of the 
case was before Judge Sterling B. 
Toney, when he presided over the old 
Law and Equity Division of the Jeffer¬ 
son Circuit Court. The full amount of 
the policy was allowed, and upon an 
appeal a reversal wan granted because 
the trial court had erred in admitting 
certain evidence which was incompe¬ 
tent. Upon the second trial, a year ago, 
before Judge Gordon, the Jury could 
not agree after considering the case 
twenty-four hours. Upon the third trial 
a unanimous verdict was granted the 
plaintiff. 

• • • 

Died Soon After Application. 


W. M. Johnson lived at Paintsvllle, 
where he represented the New York 
Life Insurance Company as a solicitor. 
He applied for $50,000 worth of life In¬ 
surance for himself and It was sent 
him. In payment he returned his notes 
to the company, and soon afterwards, 
before the matter was straightened out, 
died suddenly. 

It was claimed by the company that 
the policy was only to be con idered as 
delivered and effective upon payment 
of the first premium In cash. William 
Herndon. Johnson's administrator, con¬ 
tended from the first that the policy 
had been actually delivered, and that 
the notes sent the New York Life had 
been accepted as payment for the pre¬ 
mium. 

The consent of a number of creditors 
who have about $18,000 of claims against 
the Johnson estate over and above at¬ 
torneys' fees, was necessary before the 
order could be entered. It is believed 
that tho widow will not receive more 
than $10,000 of the amount recovered.

Three men will be selected as those 
most suitable for the position of 
librarian of the Louisville Free Public 
Library’ at a meeting of the Library 
Committee, which will be held this aft¬ 
ernoon at 4 o’clock. The committee 
will recommend to the full meeting of 
the trustees that one of these three 
men be selected as librarian, and it Is 
almost certain that this recommenda¬ 
tion will be acted upon favorably. The 
three men who will probably be select¬ 
ed are A. Y. Ford, of Louisville: W. W. 
Bishop, of Princeton, and W. F. Yust, 
of Albany, N. Y. These three names 
have been considered by the committee, 
and the two men from the East have 
been to Louisville and met the commit¬ 
tee. 

The committee will also agree upon 
some definite time for a meeting of 
the trustees of the library, when the 
librarian will be selected. A. H. Hop¬ 
kins, the present librarian, who re¬ 
signed to accept a position ii« librarian 
of the Carnegie Library in Pittsburg, 
will leave Louisville January 1, and 
it is probable that the new* librarian 
will be selected soon after that date, if 
not before. 


The forerunner of a vigorous cam¬ 
paign for passenger traffic to be w*aged 
In Louisville and vicinity was the ar¬ 
rival In this city yesterday* of Frank P. 
Wade, traveling passenger agent for 
the C., H. and D. railroad, and whose 
headquarters have been In Indianap¬ 
olis.

FIREMEN HAVE HARD FIGHT 


PARTLY BECAUSE OF THE EX¬ 
TREME COLD. 


A GENERAL LOSS AVOIDED. 


Plans are b<*lng prepared by* the 
Board of Public Works for the con¬ 
struction of a street to extend from 
Baxter to Von Borries avenue, at a 
point near the city limits, and it Is 
probable that Ferndale avenue will be 
selected as the most suitable street. 
Both Baxter and Von Borrles avenuea 
are now paved with asphalt, but for a 
distance of half a mile inside the city 
limits there is no made street con¬ 
necting the two. The board will prob¬ 
ably let contract* for’ the work dur¬ 
ing the next few weeks, as soon fts 
the CSity Engineer has completed the 
details of the grading and the survey. 

The new street, when completed. wdH 
be a part of the proposed driveway 
w^hioh will connect all the parks in the 
city. Ferndale avenue is in the direct 
line from Eastern part to Jacob park 
and will have to be used when the 
park-drive Is completed. The street la 
so located that It will extend Into 
Oastlewood. where excellent drives are 
already complete^. Work on Von Bor- 
rie* avenue has lust been completed, 
making It an asphalt street its entire 
length On iii'oount of no connection 
with the parallel street, Baxter avenue 
the new street is not of much use for 
a part of its length, and the new* 
street, which is to be constructed, will 
be of groat advantage to the resi 
dents of the eastern section of the city. 


Fire which is believed to have result¬ 
ed from spontaneous combustion dam¬ 
aged the warehouse of the Laib Mill 
Supply Company, near Fifth and Main 
streets, to the extent of $5,000, as esti¬ 
mated by the Laib brothers. The blaze 
was discovered at noon by Henry Irish, 
one of the workmen, who had occasion 
to go Into the warehouse, which fronts 
on Fifth street In the rear of the Keller 
building. Irish found the entire build¬ 
ing filled with dense smoke. He turned 
in an alarm. As soon as Fire Chief 
Tyson reached the scene a second 
alarm was sounded on account of the 
close proximity of the warehouse of the 
Peaslee-Gaulbert Company, in which 
are stored combustible oils and paints. 

When the firemen opened the doors 
of the burning building the smoke was 
so dense that it was impossible for 
them to enter on the lower floors. The 
fire was In a pile of waste on the fourth 
floor, and it was necessary to us» the 
fire tower in order to fight the blaze 
from the center on the street. The 
fourth floor was flooded by the tower 
for twenty minutes before the smoke 
cleared away sufficiently for the fire¬ 
men to enter the building and w*ork 
with lines of hose. 

For a time it seemed as If a disast¬ 
rous fire would result, but on account 
of the nature of the material In which 
it started It did not spread rapidly, 
notwithstanding the fact that It proved 
stubborn to suah an extent that it wa* 
necessary to remove the several hun¬ 
dred bales of waste before R could be 
extinguished. The building mainly* con¬ 
tained as be st ok. pipe-covering, bath¬ 
room fittings, pipe, etc,, all of which 
were damaged by waiter and fire. The 
buiMIng, w*hioh is the property of 
James A. Holt, of FVankfort, was bad¬ 
ly damaged. The roof directly over the 
fire, which was in the rear, fell 
through, while the lower floors were 
flooded with w*ater and blackened by 
heat and smoke. The loss on the build¬ 
ing probably reaches $3,000.

The bitter cold gTeatiy handicapped 
the firemen in their work and w as de¬ 
cidedly uncomfortable. All the men 
suffered, but did good w*ork in confin¬ 
ing the blaze to the upper floor of the 
building where I t originated.
